The Border Rald Bill Beported Faverably.

Hannissvre, March 11.—The Csmmittee of
Ways and Meaus of the House, at a meeting
beld last evening, decided to report the Border
Raid bill favorably. This extraordinary action,
after the bill has remained in commitleo for so
long & time, Is ateributed to the pathetic appeals
of a member from Franklin connty, who 1s sald
to bave been affected alinost to tears.

The meeting of the committee had been called
for the consideration of an entirely different
matter, and some of the members were absent,
Although the proceedings are not officially an-
nounnced, it Is reported that those who voted in
favor of reporting the bill were Davis, Ames,
Adaire, Longnecker, Stevens, Josephs, Beott,
Keene, and Skinner, 9; and that those who voted
sgalust 1t were Miller, of Philadelphia, Miller
of Allegheny, McCreary, Elllot, Darlington,
Reinoehl, and Herr, 7; absent or not voting,
Webb, Taylor, Parsons, Johuson and Brown.

It Is perhaps due to some of the members who
voted for the bill to say that they might have
done eo from sympathy, and may oppose the
gecheme on its final passage. As the bill has
been amended It will take all the proceeds
which now acerue to the Commonwealth from
every source In the counties of Perry, York,
Franklin, Cumberland, Adams, Fualton, and
Bradford, and devote the same to the payment
of damages.

THE CITY TRUSTS.

Their Origin and Mistory.

Some Account of the Girard Estate, the
Franklin Legacy, the Fuel, Bou-
dinot, and other Funds held
in Trust by the City.

On the 18thday of June, 1809, an act whilsh
bad passed boih branches of the Leagislatore
was approved and sigued by Governor Oeary,
This act wae a snpplement to the net of Incor-
poration of the city of Philadelphia, and dreated
8 board ealled the Directors of Uity Trusls, The
act provides thatall dutles, rights, and powers
of the elly of Philadelphia concerning all pro-
perty and estato whatever, dedicated (o charita-
ble uses or trusts, the churge or adminlstra-
tlon of which are now or shall herc-
after becomo lovested In or confided to
the city of Philadelphia, shall bo discharged Ly
the enid clty through the Instrumentality of a
board composed of fifteen persons, lncluding the
Mayor of the ¢ity and the Presidents of the two
branches of Connclls, and twelve other citizons,
to be called Directors of tho Clty Trasts, who
shall éxerclse and discharge all the dutles and
powers of sald city, however aequired, concetn-
ibg any such proporty appropristed to charitable
uree, a8 well as the control aad managemant of
the persona of any orphans or others the objects
of such charity, to the extent that the same
have beon or hereafter may be, by statute law
or otherwise, vested in or delogated to the sald
city or the officers therowef.

The members of this board have been ap-
pointed by o board af appointment, eonsisting
of the judges of the Supreme Court, the Dis-
triet Court, and the Philadelphla County Court
of Commoun Pleaa, =

In pursnance with this act, the following
gentlemen bave been pppolnted members of the'
bonrd:—William Welsh, Edward King, Heory
M, Phillips, Willlam B. Maun, Alexander Biddles,
Chbarles H, T. Collls, James Campiell, James I..

Considerable ltigation has taken place wpon
the questionsinvolved in the passage of theact.
The authorlties of the clty conténded that it was
unconstitutional on thé grovind that it interfered
with the provisions of Girard's will, the Girard
trust being .l#;.mlnm_of those affected
by the act, Bupreme Court of Pennsay)vania,
however, decided adversely to the city, where-
upon an appeal was ordered to the Bupreme
Court of the United Btates. Pending the i
to that conrt Councils have passed o r -
tion deciding not to interpose any factious op-
position to the operations of the new board, and
have for the present placed the board in pos-
seeslon of all the trust properticsa now held by
the city. The question of the constitntionality
of the act will be settled finally at some future
time,
